What aroused Senator O’Daniel 
was a committee decision to inquire 
into the financing of a newspaper 
he plans to establish and which 
promises to he strongly anti -admin- 
istration. 

Senator O 'Daniel told a reporter 
it is no secret that more than $100,- 
000 has been collected from prospec- 
tive $5-a-year subscribers toward 
financing the paper, which he added 
would "disseminate the truth about 
our own Government as 1 see It from 
the standpoint of a United States 
Senator in Washington." 

"This looks like the smear squad 
going into action/ 1 said Senator 
O’Daniel of the committee’s plan. 
,e I have been expecting it. If they 
want to start a smear campaign, let 
them go to it.”

I 'Senator O'Daniel, a Democrat, 
who has fought many administra- 
tion proposals, was obviously pleased 
with the action of the Texas Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee in vot- 
* ing, 36, to 6, yesterday against certi- 
1 tying on the primary ballot the 
names of presidential electors 
■ chosen by a pro -Roosevelt group. 
This group had bolted after the 
regular convention had instructed 
f the party’s 23 electors not to sup- 
; port the presidential nominee un- 
I less certain conditions were met by 
I the Chicago nominating convention. 
With this decision headed for a 
ruling by the Texas Supreme Court, 
Senator O'Daniel predicted defeat 
there of the pro-Roosevelt faction. 


“They’ll have to go to some other 
court than that in Texas." Senator 
O'Daniel declared. "They'll have to 
go to a higher court and that is the 
Supreme Court of the United

C, A. Bottolfsen and 
Ben Johnson, Preston attorney, 
fought it out for the Republican 
nomination.
